A p ach e* D yin g o f C on fin em en t In an 
O h io P rison . 
Columbus (O.), March 13th. — About eight 
m onths ago ten Apache Indians and one half­ 
breed were rece.ved at tbe Ohio Penitentiary 
from Arizona, they being United States prison­ 
ers convicted of m uraer and m anslaughter. 
T heir sentences ranged from ten to thiitv years, 
two of the oldest receiving the full limit". 
Upon th eir arrival they were put at work, the 
m aking of chairs being their task. This m eant 
close confinem ent, and in a short tim e several 
of tne Indians were more or le s s ill. 
They becam e gloomy, and th eir leader, Cap­ 
tain Jack, frequently said th at all would die in 
the place, because an Indian cou.d not drink 
such w ater nor stand such a clim ate. 
His pre­ 
diction seems likely to be verified. A m onth 
ago Loco Jim died of consum ption, and he was 
followed two days ago by Ub-Ilth K ah, who 
also hail consum ption. Two m ore are now in 
the ho.pital suffering from the same disease, 
and the prison physic ans state th at all are be­ 
com ing sim ilarly affected by the clim ate. 
The rem aining Indians are destiairing and 
hope ess. They expect to die, and until lh at 
release comes alternately chale aud mope under 
confinem ent. 
The opinion of the physicians th a t all will 
die of consum ption has led the prison author­ 
ities to take some steps w ith a view of securing 
th eir rem oval. T heir pardon or change of loca­ 
tion has been recom m ended, and it is thought 
likely th a t the Governm ent officials will order 
th eir transfer to some other prison.

Hunting the Chamois. 
The- person who goes out in quest of 
chamois in December or January is likely 
to bag more adventures than game. In re­ 
ality Alpine s|Kirt is considerably tamer 
than the passing tourist usually supposes. 
Chamois stalking, though the lew who 
practice it declare it to be the most excit­ 
ing of all pastimes, is for the most part, 
at least in Austria, left entirely to the 
poachers. The physical exertion it re­ 
quires, the dangers it involves, and the 
rarity,, or rather the entire want of stanch 
and well-trained hounds, account for this. 
Both the chamois and the roe .are driven, 
but in a way suited to the character of the 
country anti impossible on an English es­ 
tate. 
Long before dawn the guests who 
are invited to take part in a chamois hunt 
assemble at an apjiointed place. Then the 
steep climb into the valley which is to be 
the scene of operations begins. 
When the 
the proper positions are reached the head 
forester aosigns to each of the guests a 
place near one of the passes the chamois 
are likely to lake. All these ambushes are 
hidden from the hights above by rocks and 
bushes,, anti they are always from 300 to 
400;.usually more than 1,000*. feet apart. 
When once a sportsman has been placed he 
is expected to remain where he is as si­ 
lently as he can. lie must not leave his 
post on any account, as this might not only 
disturb the drive but endanger his own 
life. At about the same time as the hunt­ 
ing party leave their rendezvo’ts a party of 
drivers accompanied by dogs start from the 
other sitie of the mountain range. The 
noise they make frightens the chamois 
o v e r the crest, and, if the partis» have been 
‘properly organized, into the valley, where 
•a- warm welcome has been- prepared for 
them. 
Except in very rsre cases, tho-e 
Avhoare ]>osted above are expected to allow 
the herd to pass before shooting, in order 
not to spoil the s|Kirt of their friends be- 
ilow. The huntsmen must of course always 
[be placed so that the wind blows toward 
land not from them. 
Roe aro for the most 
part shot in a similar way, though roe 
stalking is by no means ttuiisue.l.—S atu rd a y 
R enew .

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


C h a rles 
H. E ld red A ccu sed o f B a llo t- 
B ox Stuffing. 
On Tuesday niglrt, while the ballots were 
being counted at Four-and-a-half Precinct, 
Chas. H. Eldred, it is charged, stepped up 
behind the Inspector, Mr. Murray, and put­ 
ting his arm around him placed his hand 
over the ballot-box and dropped some bal­ 
lots into the sanie which he had con­ 
cealed beneath his cuff. H. A. Bell, 
who was 
watching the count to see 
that all 
was 
straight, says 
that he 
cried out, “The ballot-box is being stuffed.” 
“ W ho is stuffing it ?” asked the Judges and 
Iuspector. 
“There is the individual.'' cried 
out Mr. Bell, pointing to Charles H. E l­ 
dred. 
The latter turned very pale and left 
the room. 
Afterwards Bell was called out­ 
side aim Eldred sought a conversation with 
him . 
He said he had only dropped one 
ballot in the box. Bell said he heard bal­ 
lots drop into the box and saw Eldred 
shake his arm and another one fall in. 
Three individuals who stood outside look­ 
ing through the window, say they saw the 
act. and think there were five or six ballots 
dropped in. and they corroborate Mr. Bell's 
stale ment. 
T h e cle rk 's ta lly lists sh o w ed th a t S06 
b allo ts h a d been cast. 
A fter th e p o lls 
closed th e b o x w as em p tied in to a tu b und 
th e b allo ts c o u n ted back in to th e b o x , an d 
it ta llied ex actly , th e re beiDg ju s t 800. 
W hen the votes were all tallied out 811 
were found, showing that five had been 
added after they had been counted. 
Yes erday, to' a reporter, Eldred denied 
the entire charge, saying that he had more 
sense than to do such a thing. 
It is charged that in addition to the four 
men who claim they saw him drop in the 
ballots there are three others to whom he 
communicated the fact that he was going 
to do this thing, and that they tried to per­ 
suade him from it, but that he insisted, 
and would not listen to their advice. It is 
also charged that when he was in the act 
of dropping in the baliotsone of his friends, 
who stood outside, tapped on the winduw 
and motioned to Eldrea to desist; that he 
looked up at his friend, shook his fist 
and dropped in the ballots. The matter, it 
is said, will couie up before the Grand Jury 
to-day. The E e c o b d -U n io n gives the state­ 
ments ms made by parties claiming to have 
knowledge of the tacts, and as they were 
current upon the street yesteiday. Com­ 
mon justice demands that in tne face of the 
chargts. and of the denial of Mr. Eldred, 
public judgm ent be suspended until a judi­ 
cial investigation can be had, and the ex­ 
act truth be placed on record. The people 
of Sacramento, where Eldred has so long 
resided, will be as anxious to have it develop 
that he is iunocent as that the crime of 
stuffing the oallot-box shall not go unpun­ 
ished. 


M etrop olitan T h ea ter. 
Mr. W aide's audience last evening was 
not so large, though good, for a terrible 
storm was raging, and it was surprising 
that so m any came out as did. Mr. W arde 
expressed the same idea in one ot the 
neatest of speeches on being a third tim e 
called out at the close of the third act. He 
thanked the people cordially for their com­ 
mendation 
of 
his company and him ­ 
self. 
“ Beiphegor, the M ountebank," was 
adm irably played. 
At the close of the 
second act there was not a dry eye in the 
house—or if there was, it belonged' to some 
unsym pathetic being. W arde's Beiphegor, 
though of wholly different character from 
his Virginius. and moving upon a lower 
level, is not the less a masterly effort. His 
company appeared to even better advan­ 
tage than on the first evening, demonstra­ 
ting the versatile capacity of the ladies and 
gendemen who compose it. Gertie McGill, 
a precocious girl, as a lad did some very 
effective acting deserving of special re­ 
cognition. 
In saying that Mr. W arde’s 
efforts place him abreast with 
many 
of the trium phs of the genius of Edwin 
Booth, we did not “compare’’ him with 
that em inent artist. They are so dissimi­ 
lar that neither their methods nor their 
interpretations are to be contrasted. They 
may be classed together without involving 
comparison, and so we say that Mr. W arde 
in many re.-pects is second only to Mr. 
Booth, and that some of his work is abreast 
w ith the genius of Booth. To-night will 
be the last appearance of Mr. W arde and 
company, when the five-act play “ Damon 
and Pythias'’ will be presented.

F ou r H u n d red an d F lfry C oluaaites P ay 
T lietr K e .p e c ts to th e G overnor. 
Yesterday, shortly after noon, a train 
pulled into the depot bearing four hundred 
and fifty men from Colusa county. The 
cars were packed completely full, scores of 
the men having to stand up during the en­ 
tire trip. 
Arriving at the depot, they marched in a 
body two abreast to the State Capitol, m ak­ 
ing a procession over four blocks in length. 
They were mostly farmers, an intelligent- 
looking body of men, and attracted much 
attention along the line of march. Every 
one was carious to know who they were 
and what was their mission, and hundreds 
followed them to the Capitol. 
Arriving at the Capitol they marched 
directly to the Governor's office. Senator 
Boggs m arched in at the head of the col­ 
um n, and addressing the Executive, said : 
“ Governor, here is a body of m en from 
Colusa county that have called to pay their 
respects. They are mostly from the north­ 
ern portion of Colusa, that part of which it 
is proposed to make the county of Glenn.” 
The Governor replied : 
“ I am glad to 
meet them. Invite m em in." 
Senator Boggs—“ This room will adm it 
but a small portion of the delegation. 
They fill the corridors of the Capitol from 
the door of your office to the m ain entrance 
of the building.” 
The delegation then pressed into the 
office and some two hundred, by standing 
as close as possible, stood in the main office 
and snte-room. Rev. R. G. Handsough, 
an aged and grav-headed divine of Ger­ 
mantown, was asked by the Governor to 
take the latter’s chair, and the two dis­ 
cussed the great benefit to result from the 
copious downpour of rain, while the dele­ 
gation crowded into the room. 
Assemblyman Campbell, of Colu3a, stood 
at th e right of the Governor and intro­ 
duced to th e latter some of the more prom ­ 
inent members of the delegation. 


APPEALING FOB A VETO. 
Richard Bayne, after quiet had been re­ 
stored, said, they had not come to speak 
about Colusa, 
but 
sim ply 
to em pha­ 
size the fact that a vast majority of that 
county were opposed to division. A ma­ 
jority of those present were resident tax­ 
payers of the northern portion of the 
county, that portion which it was proposed 
to detach and form into a new county. 
They represented what was an overwhelm­ 
ing 
majority against the division, and 
they came to personally enter their protest. 
The

except

Willows, 
is almost unanim ous against the division. 
Our Senator and our Representative have 
opposed the bill calling for the division, 
with all their ability, and this people have 
flooded the Legislature with their protests. 
We askt-d that the question of division 
should be subm itted to the people, bat this 
request was denied. Our Senator and As­ 
semblyman were elected pledged on that 
issue. 
We claim that it is wrong and un- 
American that we are not perm itted to 
have anything to say, when we are the 
parties most interested. W hy members of 
the Legislature from all other portions of 
the State express so much interest in our 
affairs we are at a loss to know. There 
is 
no 
public 
interest 
involved; no 
other section of the State is interested, and 
the argum ents of those sent here to repre­ 
sent us in the halls of legislation are ig­ 
nored. If the question was left to our own 
people to decide by a vote, it would be 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
It would be a 
violation of the Constitution to leave the 
old county w ithout an organization. The 
Constitution provides that no appointed 
commission can be intrusted with m unici­ 
pal matters. They could not m ake town­ 
ships from precincts and appoint Boards of 
Election. This whole m atter is contrary 
to our form of governm ent; it cannot be 
done without an expression and the con­ 
sent of the people most concerned. 
We 
come here in a body to ask his Excellency 
to interpose his right to protect us in our 
rights. The delegation consists, not of idle 
men, but farmers, merchants, mechanics 
and laborers, representative citizens, and 
we desire you to examine them in any way 
voa think best.

THE GOVEBNOBS ADDRESS. 


Governor W aterm an—This is w hat yon 
might call a living petition. 
[Applause.] 
I don’t have to read a long list of names, 
but can see in your upturned fices that 
you are in earnest". 
[Applause.] 
I feel as 
yon do. 
You remember our old-time 
troubles grew out of taxation without rep­ 
resentation. 
I feel that you should be 
treated fairly. 
[Cheers.] 
If they had 
granted you {he privilege of settling the 
m atter at the ballot-box I should not inter­ 
fere. I have lived in California for many 
years, and I desire for every section the 
test and most economical government pos­ 
sible. My home is in 8an Bernardino 
county, the biggest county in the United 
States, not so rich in agriculture, but 
abounding in mineral wealth, aud I tell 
you I would fight before they should ever 
take off a section. [Loud and prolonged 
cheers ] 
In this matter, whichever way I 
decide, I shall hurt someone's feelings. " A 
few days ago I had to appoint two Judges 
for a southern county. There were ten ap­ 
plicants. all men learned in the legal pro­ 
fession and fully competent to d scharge 
the duties of the office. 
However, I could 
appoint only two. The resuit was that 
eight of them think I showed very poor 
judgm ent, indeed, in my selections."W hat­ 
ever I do, however I may decide this ques­ 
tion you bring before me.I will do my duty. 
[Applause ] I am a farmer and miner 
myself. I've been there, and am the equal 
to tb e best of you. I can turn the soil, 
prune the vine or swing the pick, and I 
think that m ining is my best hold. My 
sympathies sre with my people, and I 
believe the majority should rule. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
And that a division should be 
left to a vote of the people. [Prolonged 
applause and cheers ] 
Senator Boggs—They have called. Gov­ 
ernor, to show themselves and let you see 
the character of men who are opposed to 
having their rights usurped. 
Governor W aterman—This is what I call 
a living petition. 
Senator Boggs—They are m o stly sm a ll 
farm ers and tax-payers, men of families, 
the bone and sinew of Colusa county, and 
they have called to day to pay th e ir res­ 
pects to the Governor of the State, w h o has 
it in his power to right their wroD gs. 
The Governor—Have you asked the Leg­ 
islature to subm it this question of a divi­ 
sion to a vote? 
Senator Boggs—Yes. sir; and our request 
was voted down. 
Everything that we 
asked that was fair, proper and right was 
voted down by men who never were in the 
county, and who personally know nothing 
of Our varied interests or requirements. 
Assemblyman Campbell—Governor, we 
first asked that it be subm itted to a vote of 
the people and let a two-third vote decide 
it. That was voted down. We then of­ 
fered to submit it to a majority vote, and 
even that was denied us. 
Senator Boggs—We ask for no pledges, 
Governor, but simply for you to do as you 
think best. This delegation knows they 
have been wronged, and their presence to­ 
day is simply to give emphasis to their 
protest. 
The Governor—I guess you folks are in 
earnest. 
Assemblyman Campbell—Of the 
five 
Supervisors of the county, four are with us. 
One of the delegates, whose nam e es 
caped the reporter, said that three-fourths 
of those present were from the proposed 
county. This was not a free train, but 
every man paid his own fare. 
It was a 
m atter that interested them all. It was a 
question of usurping their rights as free­ 
men , which went home and found a re­ 
sponsive echo in ev.rv patriotic heart.

but they are also the most varied in degree, 
ranging from the idle word spoken merely 
in Jest, to willful and corrupt perjury. 
The Bishop confined him self to the com­ 
paratively speaking m inor offences, such 
as back-biting, busy-bodying, gossiping, 
scandalizing, tale-bearing, tattliDg, whisper­ 
ing, falsehood, flattery, verbal insincerity, 
and taking God’s nam e in vain. 
H e said that back-biting was not only a 
very common, but also an exceedingly 
mean offense, for none but an abject cow­ 
ard, both morally and physically, would say 
behind a person's back that which they 
dare not say to their face. 
Busy bodies are despised and detested by 
all, and he or she who has business to do 
and does it, not only best serve their own 
turn, but they will also the more speedily 
ingratiate themselves with their neighbors. 
Everybody knows Mr. and Mrs. Gossip. 
Members of their num erous family are to 
be found in every city, town and village. 
“ The woods are" full of them .” 
But be­ 
ware of them . No good can possibly come 
of such. 
Scandal-mongers and 
tale-bearers are 
closely allied, the principle difference being 
in the tales they carry. The former fre­ 
quently revel in filth and beastliness. The 
scandal-monger’B tongue should invariably 
be nailed to the listener’s ear. 
The tattler is more fool than rogue, anil 
Solomon says, “ The lips of a fool shall 
swallow up himself.” W hat a pity it is 
that such is not more frequently the case. 
W hisperers are the meanest kind of evil 
speakers. 
Like the back-biter, they havn’t 
the courage to speak out, but go crawling 
and sneaking around like veritable snakes 
in the grass, worming themselves into the 
confidence of others only to turn around 
and betray them . Such people are curses 
wherever they are. 
Though falsehood is but another name 
for lying, it is often committed without any 
sinful intent. W hat are commonly called 
or known as white lies are but lighter 
shades of black ones. 
Flattery is another kind of deceit, but 
truth is no flattery. Nevertheless it may 
be one of those very rare cases in which 
"the truth may be blamed but cannot be 
sham ed.” F o r'a person may be puffed up 
with pride and self-conceit" through ful­ 
some flattery as to think more highly of 
him self than he ought to think, even 
though it were all true. 
But there is a kind of fiattery which 
David condemns, l ’salms xii., 2.: 
“ They speak vanity every one with his 
neighbor; with flattering lips and with a 
double heart do they speak." 
T h is k in d of flattery is done to carry 
favor o r to o b ta in some end in view. 
For 
a tim e it may possibly succeed, but not­ 
w ith sta n d in g that fiattery is sweet and 
so u g h t a fte r by m a n y , the veriest fool will 
u ltim a te ly discover th e trick aud despise 
th e p e rp e tra to r. 
Verbal insincerity is o n ly 
a a o ib e r n a m e for v erb al hypocrisy, and a 
h y p o c rite in w ord is as bad as a hypocrite 
in deed. 
It is indulged in in a variety of ways, 
and. strange to say, such canting hypocrisy 
often succeeds, even with sensible people, 
notw ithstanding the tact that the fraud is 
glarmglv patent. 
Swearing in common conversation is 
very often committed from sheer carless- 
ness, without any sinful intent, in which 
case it should rather be looked upon as 
ungentlemanly than sinful conduct. 
But 
when associated with the nam e of God it 
pecomes a heinous offense. 
There is, however, a class of people who 
seem to think that swearing in any form 
is absolutely unpardonable. 
But, as a 
rule, such people are not only hypocrites 
and uncharitable, but they themselves are 
frequently guilty, not only of most if not 
all of the other sins of the tongue here 
named, but are also guilty of swearing. 
It is true, perhaps the language used may 
be more euphonious and polite, but it 
am ounts to precisely the same thiDg after 
all. Such people are tersely described and 
reckoned up by St. Paul in Rom. ii„ I: 
"Therefore, thóu art inexorable, Ü man, 
whosoever thou art, that 
judgest; 
for 
wherein thou judgest another, thou con- 
demest thyself, for thou that judgest doeth 
the same things.” 
During his rem arks the Bishop gave fa­ 
m iliar instances and illustrations of the 
m anner in which most of these sins are 
committed, which in some cases were 
highly amusing. 
He concluded his rem arks by advising all 
to give up the habit of evil speaking, assert­ 
ing that the only weapons necessary and 
available in this wav was fervent prayers 
and indom itable will. 
The one without 
the other will he of no avail, for God helps 
those who help themselves.

The Professor had the mare under 
complete control in a tew moments so that 
she would not shy, possessed no fear at the 
mere sight of the whip and submitted 
qnie’ly to the melodies of a band composed 
of a bass drum and a dozen tin dish-pans, 
all playing at once.

taught to stop at the word of command 
aud undergo a fusilade of fire-crackers. 
The owner rem arked that Mr. McKeown 
had done more in thirty m inutes than he 
had accomplished in five years.
